TRESPASSING ON STONECUTTER'S 
‘ISLAND FIELD WORKS, 
TWO GERMANS SENTENCED TO IMPRISONMENT. 

At the Maxistraey to-day, before Com- 
mander Hastings, Albert Herreawitz, Cap- 
tain of the German steamer Iehenzollern, 
and Max Rudulph, doctor on the same 
steamer, wore charged with unlawfully on- 
tering tho field-worka ond fortifeationa of 
Stonecutter's Telayd, on the 2nd inst., 
without-a written permit from tho Ofticor 
Commanding Her Majeésty’s Forces in tho 
Colony. * a 

Mr A. B. Johnson, Crown Solicitor, pro- 
accuted, and Mr G, L. Dennys appeared 
for the defence. 

Mr Dennye—I shall bo greatly. obliged if 
your Worship will kindly inform me what 
the chargo is ? 1 

Mr Johnson—In tho’first plsco, I ap- 
pear in this case for the prosceution. 
Tho firat chargo is under Section No. 
1 of Ordinance 11 of 1889, ‘landing 
for tho pur- 


without a written order 
pose duly granted by tho Colonial Se- 
crotary or the Oflicer in command of Hor 
Majesty's regular troops.’ The 
churge is.under Section & of the lator Or- 


dinance No, 1, of 1895, ‘being in the im- 
mediate vicinity of-the foriiteitions of 
Hongkong with. photographic apparatus in 
their possession with Lhe intention uf cun- 
travening the provisions of Section 3 of tho 
Ordinanes.” 

Mr Deuuys said with régard to the land- 
ing on Sgino-Cutter’s Taland there could be 
no doubt whatever. Ho did not admit any 
‘intention of «flending in any way. They 
were found thers, but they had no idea 
they were trespassing. 

His Worship—Do you admit they had no! 
order 3 

Mr Dennys—I admit that they lsnded at 
Stone-Oatter’s without an order either from 
the Governor, the Colonial Secretary, or 
the Officer Commanding. 

Mr Johnson said as the first chargs was 
admitted, he would copfine bimeelf to tho 
second charge, To explain the second 
charge thoy had to refer to the sarlier 
noction of the Osdinance. Section 3 says: 
“After the passing of this Ordindheo it 
shall not be allowable forrany person, whe: 
thor a British subject or ao alion, to make 
auy photographs of the forta without bay- 
ing proviously obtained pernussion from 
the Governor,’ Section 5, under which 
the charge is mody, refera lo any pereon 
found in the vicinity with photographic 
apparatus, Therefore the question ‘ia whe- 
ther theso men were in the immediate 
vicinity of the forlifications, even without 
the intention of making photographs. 

Michucl Daly—I om ao gurner in the 
Royal Artillery, stationed at Stunceutter's. 
On last Suturday, the 2nd inat., I was on 
sentry at Stonocutter’s guard room, about 
2.45 pin. The guard room is newr the west 
fortification outside the fort. I waa on sen- 
try. saw twomen; I recognise prisoners 
as tho two. They were coming towards the 
guard room. I stopped them, when they 
were about three yards from ma, TI told 
them to wait till I called the nox-commis- 
sioned officer of tho guard. I called the 
oflicer. ‘Pho second defendant was carrying 
a box. °(Box produced.) 

By Mr Donsys—Thero is a straight path 
frum the beach and the men were coming 
tbat way.

William Brown—I am Acting bombardier 
of the Royal Artillery, IT am etationed at 
Stonecutter’s Island, On Saturday, 2nd 
inst., nbout 2.45 p.m., I was in charge of 
the Regimental guard. My attention was 
called by tho santry on guard to the two 
prisoners comiag up the North whore, 
When [ first saw the mon they wore 
ouside the guard room close to the veran- 
dah, This path leads to the south shore 
battery ; there is another path Jouding to 
the weat battery which branches off. The 
second defendant was carrying a small Lox 
by a strap. “I asked defendants if they 
knew they were not allowed on the island, 
and they said they did not knuw. I took 
the bog away from them, and detained the 
men abd sent for the Sergeant-Mujor. 

“By bte Dennys—The men were dressed 
in @akk trousers-and white jackets with 
chsesecutter caps. I do not remember sect- 
ing’ anything ou the bande of the caps. 
One was o bluo band and the olher was a 
dark band. Iam prepared to state positive- 
Jp there was nothing on the bands, I do not 
know the Gorman mail fag. Ido not re- 
member accing the creat shown on the cap. 
I did not sce the boat in which dofendants 
landed, I did not seo the quarter-masier 
who was in the boat. 1 asked the defond- 
ents who they were, and one said he was 
tha Captain and the other the doctor of the 
German mail. I did not ask what was in 
ths box, I knew it was a photographic 
camers. The doctor was carrying it quite 
openly, I did not aay anything about pho- 
togtaphing to them, There is o notico- 
board on the path loading from the beach, 
bat I do not know of a notice-buard on the 
beach. The soldiers living on the island 
have a six-oared boat on the besrh. It was 
there ou Saturday. I do not know 
if there is a couple of punts there, 

“By the Magislrate—The words on tke 
top of the notice-board are ‘Acoisa to 


Lieut. Norman Buzzard, R.A., gave in- 
formation regarding the buildings on the 
Island. 

Sergt. A. Scott, Yaumati, apoke to tak- 
ing ‘over tho accused from the military 
guard, 7 at 

Inspector Butlin, in chargo oi Yaumati 
Polics Station, stated the prisonera wero 
hauded over tu him by Sergean’ Scott, and 
ho explained to them the charge on which 
.thoy: ware arrested, and found a number of 
forviyta coins in thoir possession. 

Liontenant W. Thomson said be was 
at present “Adjutant, and was in chargo 
of the Royal Engineer Photographic 
Schou. “Be gave ‘orders at tho Photo 
School. yesterday to have the plates in- 
aide the camera in Court developed. There 
were twelve plates} five had beon used. 
Questioned by Mr Dennys as to what 
the photographs represented he enid :— 
One represents 4 Chinese tomb, with sp- 
pareutly the Captain of the Holenzuldorn 
sitting on the top, Tho second represents 
o bnffalo ploughing ; the third a Chinese 
village. ‘The fourth paddy ficlda at the 
for of n valley, and the fifth other paddy 
fide, Thore ie nothing in any way con- 
necied with fortification is these photo- 
graphs. 

Mr Johnaon intimated that this closed 
tho enge for the proseeution, 

Mr Dennys said the defendanta admit. 
ted that they were on Stone Catter'a Is- 
land without a permit freea the Governor, 
Colonial Secretary or anybody clae, The 
Captain ststed that lo came to Hongkong 
and only joined this ship very recently. 
He had the articles in Court and His Wor- 
ship could see the dato if he wished it. The 
only regulationa be bud got on board 
tho ship are tho Port Regulations, and 
tho only thing be knows about Btonecut- 
ter’s Taland is that it is mentioned in tho 
Port Regulations as that it is within the 
harbour limits. hus, go fur as he knew, 
there waa no carthly reason why he should 
not land on Stonecu/ter’s Island just in tho 
game way ashe might Jand on tho maine 
land or any other island round about. The 
Doctor isan amateur photographor, and he 
also hag been here fornshort time only. He 
would call a gegtleman, resident in Hong- 
kong who know the doctor and,would in- 
form His Worship aboat him. Neither of 
tho gentlemen hud bad tho slightest notion 
they woro trespassing. Could His Wor- 
ship bolieve that if they were going—as 
must: be suggested in a caso of this sort if 
the caso is’ proved--could he believe that 
tlieso peoplo were going as spies. They went 
in a sailing boat, with the namo of tho aten- 
mor on it, and two Malay seamen and a 
quartermaster, all of whom were wearing 
the uniform of the German mail stcamer at 
the time, and they themselves had on their 
caps the crest of tho North German Lloyd, 
They had not the faintest idea of doing uny- 
thing wrong; they Innded at a beach 
where they Baw a boat hauled up which, 
wo havo heard, belonged to the sol- 
Giers there. “They walked up to the Bar- 
racks aud as they were passing the Buar- 
racksu man in his shirt sleeves, who was 
leaning over one of the veraudahs, aaked— 
‘Aro yon. guing to take photographs i’ 
Tho doctor aaid ‘Yes,’ and the man said 
*Can do,’ They had not the slightest notion 
there was anything wrong about it whatover, 
Tho doctor was carrying the camera openly, 
and the contents of the camera was bofore 
them, These wero yillogo scenes, but 
nothing su-gestive of forte. Of course 
there waa o technical offence committed in 
landing on Stonecuttcr’a, Thoy know the 
saying that ‘ Iynoranca of law is no excuse,’ 
but it was-utterly irupsssible to expect per- 
fect strangers to the Culony to come here 
and know that Ordinance No, 11 provided 
that no was allowed to land at Stonecuttera 
withont a permit. He submitted to His 
Worship that befofe any, real punishment 
should te impnsed in a cavo like this it 
should bo proved to hia satisfaction thnt overy 
precaution had been taken to show people 
they were entoring tho lines of the tield- 
works, Sentriea ought to be ported along 
the shore or some means taken to notify the 
fact that that island wae different fron the 
mainland opposite. Nothing of that eort 
wos done, and theso men seeing a nice 
level bench landed ond went-straight up to 
thy batteries. He submitted that there 
was nothing before His Worship to show 
any use of tho photographie apparatus by 
the defvndonts in takiny forte, and evid- 
ence had shown that tho avntry box was 
100 pards as the crow flies from the wegt 
fort and-it was high up above the sentry 


box, 0 that they could not possibly have 
done any harm up to that time. 


Leopold Spartz, an assistant with H. H, 
Kirch and Co., said he: kaew Dr, Rudalph of 
the Hohensoliern, He then referred to 
having a conversation with the dootor about 
several beautiful places worth photographing 
round Hongkong and the defendant baving 
asked him to chow him eome of these places, 

H, Schmidt, the qnarter-master, gava 
evidence as to the landing of the bost on the 
island, : 

Mr. Dennya anid he would draw His Wor- 
ship's attention to the Port Regulations, His 
Worship was familiar with these and also 
with the fact that in these Port Regulations 
there was not a single word irom one end of 
the book to the other showing thoy should not 
land in this pert of the harbour, The Cap- 
taig knew nothing whatever about Stone.

DiciYenbach, who sprang off the gangway at 
the rial of his lifo into one of the boats as 
she was pulling away, Captain Read im- 
mediately made signals tothe other warships 
to lower their boats alac, which was promptly 
done, there being about a dozen gika aud 
lifebonts, manned by stalwart, eager blao- 
jackets, pulling o5 fast aa they could towards 
the wreck ina wonderfally short space of 
time, Tha scene which met Captain Read's 
gaze when ho lucked over the side through 
his glasses was a piteous one, The river was 
thickly dotted with hobbing heads and wild, 
struggling figures, and the ories and shribks , 
which went up on every side woro appalling. 
The Olympia’s boats picked up 31 Chinese 
and Mr, Small, the Seound Eayineer, who is 
tather badly burt about the head.

“| before 3 p.m. on the day befora the depar- 
ture ofthe Mail. Those arriving from the 
Coast, &c., after this hour are kept for the 
following P. & O, Mail. 

The Postage is. 40 cents por’ fb, aud 25 
cents each succeeding ib or fraction of a Tb. 
which includes Registration fee, and’ must 
ho prepaid instamps. No further charge is 
made in the United Kingdom except for 
Customs dues, No parcel must be more 
than 3 foot 6 inches in length, or 6 feet in 
greatest length and girth combined.
